an Expedient to render his Malice harmleſs, and 
fruſtrate his miſchievous Deſigns, without any 
Infringement of Liberty, and which may at any 
time be practis d when the Cauſe is good; but 
where is is not, Scandal and Ridicule will retort 
on the Pretender to it; for the ſuppos d factious 
Writer may go on with the ſame or more Free- 
dom than before. 
HAareey England; where Minifters of State 
have no arbitrary Power to recur too, to pre- 
vent any Man from inſpeCting, or even cenſuring 
ir Conduct: And happy Times we live in, 
hen - Miniſters, "inſtead of ſeeking after, Laws 
and Authority to defend themſelves, are content 
to be argu'd with, and to, write themſelves, or 
encourage others for them, to reaſon with, and 
convince every envious and fattions Objector: 
And though I can't help ſaying with the Author 
of the London Journal, © may we never be with- 
< out this Spirit of Faction to ſtir up and keep 
c alive the Spirit of Liberty, yet I muſt add, 
that if it is carry'd on to ſuch an Extravagance 
as the Authors of the Craft/man are now carrying 


it, and no Expedient found to obviate che Mit 
chief, it will be rather a Proof we enjoy Free- 
dom at preſent, than that we are likely to pre- 
ſerve it. wy. 7 
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
